Dad slapped and 
shook baby: Mom 


O Gomes testifies: ‘I never thought he could have done that to 
Aurora’ O Ex-boyfriend facing a manslaughter charge in death

The mother of an infant who died 
in Halifax said she threatened to 
leave her partner after he slapped 
and shook their daughter. 

Jane Gomes testified Thursday 
that 25-year-old Ashiqur Rah¬ 
man, who has pleaded not guilty 
to manslaughter and aggravated 
assault in their child’s death, 
became finistrated when the baby 
wouldn’t stop crying. 

Gomes, 25, told Nova Scotia 
Supreme Court Rahman slapped 
Aurora Breakthrough and in one 
incident on July 15, 2009, held 
her by her hands and feet and 
shook her. 

“1 know he (hit) me sometimes 
... but 1 never thought he could 
have done that to Aurora,” said 
Gomes, who earlier testified Rah¬ 
man pulled her hair. 

Gomes testified she tried to 
leave Rahman on a few occa¬ 
sions, but he always apologized 


and convinced her to stay. 

Rahman was charged after his 
seven-week-old daughter died 
when she was taken off life sup¬ 
port on July 27, 2009, the court 
heard. 

Gomes said Aurora was 
brought to the hospital on July 
23 after the couple noticed the 
baby looked “sleepy” and was 
having trouble breathing. 

A neuropathologist has testi¬ 
fied the infant had extensive 
brain injuries. 

Gomes said they were taken 
into custody the morning after 
Aurora was brought to the 
hospital, but it wasn’t until 
the second time she was ques¬ 
tioned she told police about 
Rahman’s alleged aggressive 
actions. 

She testified she found her 
“voice again” after an officer 
showed her a figure of her 
injured daughter. 

“I was not trying to save him 
... but I thought he wouldn’t leave 
it up to me to tell all this,” said

Gomes. 

She has pleaded guilty for fail¬ 
ing to provide necessities of life 
in her daughter’s death and 
received a conditional sentence 
and probation. 

Gomes returns to the witness 
stand Friday.

A young man was in criti¬ 
cal condition in hospital 
on Thursday, suffering 
from multiple gunshot 
wounds. 

Halifax RCMP were 
called out to Cain Street in 
North Preston just before 
midnight on Wednesday. 

“When we arrived we 
found a young man suffer¬ 
ing from gunshot wounds 
and he had to be transport¬ 
ed to the QEll hospital,” 
said Cpl. Scott MacRae, 


spokesman for the RCMP. 

The man was found on 
the road. 

Sources say the 19-year- 
old victim is Rakiem 
Smith. 

MacRae said at this 
point investigators don’t 
believe it was a random 
shooting, but cautioned it 
is still early in the investi¬ 
gation. 

“As our major crime in¬ 
vestigators work and we 
uncover or find new infor¬ 
mation, we’ll see if that re¬ 
mains the same or if we 
have to do an update to ad¬ 
vise the public.”

Investigators taped off a 
section of Cain Street on 
Thursday, particularly 
around several blankets 
left in a heap on the road. 

“The blankets people 
have seen in images from 
the media are part of the 
scene,” MacRae said. “For 
the most part that’s where 


the young man was lay¬ 
ing.” 

MacRae said on Thurs¬ 
day afternoon the victim’s 
condition was holding at 
critical but stable. 

The sound of gunshots 
is not rare in this area. 

There was one other 
shooting there this year. 
Nathan Cross, 22, was shot 
on Churchill Terrace, a 
small lane off Cain Street, 
in April. Cross was wear¬ 
ing body armour at the 
time, but died en route to 
the hospital. RCMP investi¬ 
gated a vehicle parked at 
1 Cain Street.

Dexter 
rejects plea 
from 
business 
to change 
labour bill 

Premier Darrell Dexter 
says he’s not swayed after 
business groups issued a 
“final plea” to amend a 
contentious bill that 
would impose first con¬ 
tracts in unionized work¬ 
places. In an open letter to 
Dexter, the businesses ask 
him not to pass the bill as 
it stands. 

Business groups have 
expressed concerns that 
so-called first-contract ar¬ 
bitration would hurt com¬ 
petitiveness and give 
unions a foothold in non- 
unionized workplaces. 

But Dexter says there 
will be no further amend¬ 
ments to the legislation. 

Under the bill, an arbi¬ 
trator would have the 
right to impose a first con¬ 
tract in a workplace where 
management and workers 
have not been able to 
reach an agreement after 
at least 120 days of talks 
and conciliation. 

A government amend¬ 
ment to the bill would al¬ 
low one of the sides to 
seek a 60-day extension.

Just as Bing Crosby croons, 
the only White Christmas 
you might see this year is 
in your dreams. 

It’s still too early to tell 
if Halifax will have a pic¬ 
turesque scattering of 
snow on the ground as the 
kids rip into their presents 
on Dec. 25. The earliest ex¬ 
tended forecast for Christ¬ 
mas Day won’t be available 
until Dec. 18. 

But until then. Environ¬ 
ment Canada posted the 
chances of a white Christ¬ 


mas based on statistics 
from the past 55 years. 

In the last half-century, 
Halifax has an average 58 
per cent chance of having 
at least two centimetres of 
snow on the ground by 7 
a.m. Christmas Day. 

But it’s only 47 per cent 
in the past two decades 
(1991 to 2009). 

“There’s really no expla¬ 
nation for (the drop) at the 
moment,” said Tracey Tal¬ 
bot, a meteorologist with 
Environment Canada. 
“There’s so many factors 
that are involved so you 
can’t necessarily blame it 
on climate change per se. 


but it’s something that 
could be looked into.” 

Technically, the last Hal¬ 
ifax white Christmas was 
in 2009 when there was 
five centimetres of snow 
on the ground. 

Perfect Christmases are 
even fewer and far be¬ 
tween. Environment Cana¬ 
da classifies a perfect 
Christmas as having snow 
both on the ground and 
falling from the sky. 

Given the past 55 years 
of data, Halifax has only a 
24 per cent chance of a 
perfect Christmas. The last 
one was in 2000 with a 
couple of centimetres of

Judge tosses 
sex abuse 
convictions 


O Macintosh found guilty in July 
2010 on 13 of 26 charges of 
indecent assault, gross indecency 
O Crown considering an appeal 


A former Cape Breton 
businessman found guilty 
of sexually abusing 
teenage boys in the 1970s 
had his convictions over¬ 
turned Thursday because 
of a long delay in bringing 
him to trial. 

The Nova Scotia Court 
of Appeal found that 
Ernest Fenwick Macintosh 
was not brought to trial in 
a reasonable time after he 
was extradited from India 
in 2007 to face the charges 
that surfaced in 1995 and 
dated back to the 1970s. 

Justice Duncan Bev¬ 
eridge overturned all of 
the convictions, finding in 
his 62-page decision that 
Macintosh’s “right to be 
tried within a reasonable 
time was infringed.” 

Brian Casey, Macin¬ 
tosh’s lawyer, said he was 
pleased with the decision 
but that it came at a great 
price to his client. 

Macintosh, who’s in his 
late 60s, was sentenced to 
four years in prison in his 
first trial, but given credit 


“It’s too bad that 
it’s taken four- 
and-a-half years of 
Mr. Macintosh’s 
life and his life 
savings to get 
here when the 
matters shouldn’t 
have proceeded in 
this fashion in the 
first place.’’

He was later sentenced 
to 18 months in jail on sep¬ 
arate sex-related charges

O Gunman found dead in parking 
lot O Campus was quieter as 
classes ended Wednesday 


A gunman killed a police of¬ 
ficer in a Virginia Tech 
parking lot and was found 
dead nearby Thursday in an 
attack that sent fear 
through the campus nearly 
five years after it was the 
scene of the deadliest shoot¬ 
ing rampage in modem U.S. 
histoiy. 

The school locked down 
for hours and warned stu¬ 
dents and faculty members 
via email and text message 
to stay indoors.

“As the father of two 
daughters,” he said, “I 
think it is important for us 
to make sure that we apply 
some common sense to var¬ 
ious rules when it comes to 
over-the-counter 
medicine.” The president 
spoke the morning after 
his administration stunned 


major doctors’ groups and 
women’s health advocates 
with the decision. 

Plan B is a pill that can 
prevent pregnancy if taken 
soon enough after 
unprotected sex. Health 
and Human Services Secre¬ 
tary Kathleen Sebelius over¬ 
ruled scientists at the Food 
and Drug Administration 
who were preparing to let 
Plan B sell without a 
prescription to people of 
any age. Sebelius decided 
that young girls shouldn’t 
be able to buy the pill on 
their own, saydng she was 
worried about whether 11- 
year-olds would know how 
to use it properly.

Tasteless tweet 
raises Russia’s ire 

O Offending retweet of a post by United Russia 
ideologue has been removed from Medvedev’s account 


President Dmitiy Med¬ 
vedev’s affection for going 
online has turned off-colour 
after an obscene characteri¬ 
zation of a prominent oppo¬ 
sition figure appeared on 
his Twitter account. 

Medvedev’s tweets are 
usually bland, such as con¬ 
gratulating victorious 
sports teams. So the post 
describing popular opposi¬ 
tion figure Alexei Navalny 
as a sheep engaging in an 
unprintable sexual act 


sparked huge attention. 

A Kremlin statement 
says the message, a retweet 
of a posting by United Rus¬ 
sia party ideologue and for¬ 
mer parliament member 
Konstantin Rykov, was post¬ 
ed by an unnamed member 
of the president’s technical 
staff 

The post, late Tuesday, 
came on the second 
straight day of large 
demonstrations by protest¬ 
ers over the vote fraud seen 


in Russia’s parliamentaiy 
election Sunday. 

The post does not men¬ 
tion Navalny by name, but 
clearly refers to him, de¬ 
nouncing the phrase the 
“party of crooks and 
thieves” that Navalny popu¬ 
larized on his blog to char¬ 
acterize United Russia. 

Navalny was arrested 
Monday on the first night 
of protests in Moscow and 
sentenced to 15 days in jail.

O Troubled reserve must pay federally appointed manager $180K

The federal government is 
forcing the troubled At¬ 
tawapiskat First Nation to 
pay a private-sector consult¬ 
ant about $1,300 a day to 
run its finances — even 
though the government’s 
own assessments say the 
third-party management 
system is not cost-effective. 

Aboriginal Affairs offi¬ 
cials told The Canadian 
Press they have an agree¬ 
ment to pay Jacques Marion 
of EDO Canada LLP a total 
of $180,000 to look after 
the reserve’s accounts from 
now until June 30. 

The money comes from 
the Attawapiskat First Na¬ 
tion’s budget. 

That rate over the course 
of a year would run up to 
$300,000 and easily pay for 
at least one nice, solid 


house, notes Mushkegowuk

should pay for this over and 
above First Nations existing 
budgets,” he said.

China court 
rejects 
Apple 
lawsuit 

A court in southern China 
has rejected a claim by Ap¬ 
ple Inc. that a Taiwanese- 
owned company has 
infringed its iPad 
trademark, a ruling that 
could threaten U.S. compa¬ 
ny's sales of its tablet com¬ 
puter in the country. 

Apple’s spokesperson in 
Beijing declined to 
comment Thursday on the 
decision by the Intermedi¬ 
ate People’s Court in the 
southern city of Shenzhen. 

The court said on its 
website that it dismissed a 
lawsuit on Monday by Ap¬ 
ple against Shenzhen 
Proview Technology over 
the ownership of the iPad 
trademark. 

The court has ruled that 
the Shenzhen company is 
not bound by a 2009 agree¬ 
ment that its Taiwanese af¬ 
filiate made with Apple to 
transfer the trademarks.

Canadians need to start 
worrying about the worsen¬ 
ing debt mess in Europe 
and its ability to hit hard in 
this country, the Bank of 
Canada warned Thursday in 
its semi-annual financial 
stability review. 

“The (bank’s) governing 
council judges that the 
risks to the stability of 
Canada’s financial system 
are high and have increased 
markedly over the past six 
months,” the central bank 
stated. 

“Since June, the global 
retrenchment of risk associ¬ 
ated with the European cri¬ 
sis has indeed resulted in a 
significant correction in the 
prices of equities and other 
risky assets, as well as a 
widening of credit spreads 
in Canada.” 

Frankly, the bank said, 
measures currently under¬ 


taken to bring the Euro¬ 
pean debt crisis under con¬ 
trol “have repeatedly fallen 
short of what is needed.” 

On Wednesday night. Fi¬ 
nance Minister Jim Flaherty 
poured cold water on an 
unconfirmed report that 
G20 nations would funnel 
$600 billion US to Europe 
through the International 
Monetary Fund. 

European leaders were 
meeting later in the day for 
yet another attempt to 
come up with a solution to 
a debt crisis that have put 
countries in the eurozone, 
including Germany, on 
watch for a debt rating 
downgrade. 

The bank made it clear 
that Canada’s problems to 
date are of a factor lower 
than those faced by Euro¬ 
pean nations and the Unit¬ 
ed States. But the report 


warned that Canadian 
banks are not out of wreck¬ 
age range should Europe’s 
financial system crash.

Downey Jr. dusts 
off his deerstalker 

O Established actor reprises his role as Sherlock Holmes in sequel

Robert Downey Jr. knows 
how to work a room. I no¬ 
tice this while at the swank- 
a-delic Peninsula Hotel in 
Beverly Hills for a press 
conference to celebrate the 
release of Sherlock Holmes: 
Game of Shadows. 

It’s a packed panel, 
including co-stars Noomi 
Rapace (the original Girl 
With the Dragon Tattoo) 
and Jared Harris, mega pro¬ 
ducer Joel Silver and 
Downey’s business and life 
partner Susan. Between 
them there are untold Os¬ 
car nominations and hun¬ 
dreds of millions in box 
office returns, but that 
doesn’t mean squat when 
Downey enters and takes 
centre stage. All eyes — and 
90 per cent of the questions 
— go to him. Midway he 
feigns embarrassment at 
the attention and says, 
“Why doesn’t someone ask 
Joel Silver a question?” 

Why? Because Downey is 
the most quotable, funny 


and memorable person in 
the room, that’s why. 

Here’s a sample of what 
he had to say. 

On making sequels: 

“There should be a whole 
online support team for 
anyone who has ever been 
involved in making a 
second part to a first that 
worked. There is so much 
to learn. The greatest 
disguise was us disguising 
ourselves as consummate 
by-the-numbers profession¬ 
als when, in fact, we’re all 
incredibly eccentric.” 

When asked to talk about 
performing Sherlock 
Holmes’s drag scenes: 

“I guess we’re not talking 
about this as one of the 
most important films of 
the year. I put on some 
makeup. How are we going 
to get nominated with 
these kinds of questions?” 

On improving on set: 

“I think the goal is to make 
a well-written scene seem 
improvised, or to find 


things in the room you 
couldn’t have known until 
you get in the real situa¬ 
tion and just try and im¬ 
prove things as you go 
along.” 

On why his co-star was 
absent: 

“Jude (Law) would have 
been here, by the by, but 
his son had a soccer game.” 

On keeping the set ’’green”: 

“I just remember that eveiy 
animal that was harmed 
was promptly taxidermied 
and sent as a gift to one of 
the many ecological compa¬ 
nies who have these huge 
concerns that I validate.” 

On working with Jude Law 
and director Guy Ritchie: 

“Jude and I are pretty close, 
but Guy and I are practical¬ 
ly brothers. There have 
been times I have wanted to 
lob off his head with a ma¬ 
chete.” 

On collaborating with his 
director and fellow actors: 

“It was a democracy in the 


truest and most fmstrating 
and most rewarding sense 
of the word.”

Gone are the days when a 
loyal TV viewer would turn 
the dial to a stalwart net¬ 
work like CBS and settle in 
for the evening. 

Rare, too, is the film fan

And so it goes that comic 
Patton Oswalt recently 
found himself on a cross¬ 
country tour to pitch his 
new film Young Adult di¬ 
rectly to movie-goers along 
with actress Charlize 
Theron and director Jason 
Reitman, theatre by the¬ 
atre, town by town. 

“1 want people to discov¬ 
er this movie ... just with 
sort of a blank brain, rather 
than me putting any ideas 
into their heads right now,” 
Oswalt says of the promo¬ 
tional strategy, which had 


the offbeat feature skipping 
the more usual festival cir¬ 
cuit in favour of secret 
screenings with average 
viewers. “And just show 
them that, ‘Hey, I’m excited 
about this, we’re excited 
about this.’” 

Film and TV marketers 
have been getting especial¬ 
ly creative in their attempts 
to lure eyeballs in their di¬ 
rection, resorting to publici¬ 
ty stunts that seem to rely 
more and more on reaching 
out to viewers directly with 
on-the-street campaigns. 

Stunts in 2011 included a 
flash mob in Toronto meant 
to promote the big-budget 
sci-fi spectacle Green 
Lantern. Marketing guru 
Mike Vollman says hitting 
the road with a movie and 
its cast is nothing new, but 
he acknowledges that out- 


of-the box tactics are a sign 
of the times. 

“It’s certainly harder to 
find the audiences — every¬ 
one is super-distracted, 
everybody 1 know spends 
their entire day with their 
head buried into an elec¬ 
tronic device,” says Voll¬ 
man, an L.A.-based 
consultant with 20 years 
experience working with 
Disney, DreamWorks, Para¬ 
mount and MGM. 

“That has also made it 
super-hard to get a hold of 
people but that doesn’t 
mean a flash mob is going 
to make you see Green 
Lantern.” 

Lewchuk says bold, un¬ 
usual stunts can at least get 
an audience to sit up and 
pay attention, and that’s a 
good thing.

Albert Pujols could have 
been a wealthy Cardinal for 
life, planning for the day 
his statue would be erected 
outside Busch Stadium next 
to those of Stan Musial, Bob 
Gibson and the other St.

It was never going to take 
Jamaal Magloire long to in¬ 
gratiate himself with Rap¬ 
tors fans. He is a local 
product, an NBA veteran, 
and a well-spoken grownup 
with a level of gravitas in 
the community few Toron¬ 
to basketball players have 
ever had. 

But he hit the right
